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It will ſeem paradoxical to mention that bark 
is a cure for the ſhip-fever, and afterwards to al- 
low that patients died of this fever, where bark 
was adminiſtered, When I ſpoke of bark as a 


cure for the ſhip fever, I meant, comparatively 


to what other medicines I have hitherto known. 
to be uſed for that purpoſe. A never. failing re- 
medy for any diſeaſe, is, I believe, unknown to 
mankind ; if any ſuch there is, miſconduct too 
often renders it ineffectual. Thinking it 8 5 
fore of more importance for the inftruftion of 
young practitionets, to lay before them a fe- 
Caſes at length, which terminated fatally, than to 
preſent them with the hundreds which yielded to 
the bark, we have in the ſequel, as in the former
